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‘Transit deserts’ 
slow trips in 
Chicago, suburbs

About 1 out of every 10 people in 
Cook County, roughly 438,500 
residents, lives in “transit deserts” 
that are cut off from fast, frequent 
train and bus service, according to a 
new analysis that for the first time 
identifies dozens of Chicago-area 
mass transit dead zones and maps 
them in relation to major 

job clusters. 

The study, conducted by the 
Chicago-based urban research 
group the Center for Neighborhood 
Technology using census and other 
data, found that four of the Chicago 
region’s five big employment areas 
are in suburbs that are not well- 
connected to high-quality transit, 
making them difficult to reach 


without a vehicle. Those four job 
centers make up the northwest 
corridor past O’Hare International 
Airport, Lombard, Naperville and 
Oak Brook. 

As a result, many low-income 
individuals are spending hundreds 
of dollars each month on car 
ownership in order to travel to 
entry-level jobs, the study’s authors 
said. 

While commuters heading 
downtown, especially those who 
live near CTA or Metra rail lines, 
still are relatively well off using 
public transit, widening service 
gaps have emerged on the fringes 
of the bustling corridors to the 
Loop, concluded the study, which 
was obtained by the Tribune before 
its public release this week at 
transitfuture.org/transitdeserts. 

The study, key findings of which 
are disputed by the CTA, defined 


a transit desert as an area that has 
a high demand for transit, but that 
is more than a half-mile from a rail 
stop, or at least one-fourth of a mile 
from some form of express bus 
service or at least a bus route that 
offers service every 15 minutes or 
less. The study also points out areas 
that fall short of its transit-desert 
definition but are still critically 
underserved. 

“We claim that we have a world- 
class transit system, but do we 
really? We really don’t when you 
look at our hub-and-spoke system 
and all of the gaps that are between 
the spokes,” said Jacky Grimshaw, 
a transportation expert who is vice 
president for policy at the Chicago- 
based Center for Neighborhood 
Technology. Grimshaw is also a 
member of the CTA board. 

She said many people who rely 
on transit are spending excessive 


amounts of time getting to low- 
paying jobs. Only about one-fourth 
of all the jobs in the six-county area 
are accessible by transit trips that 
take less than 1 1/2 hours each way, 
the study found. 

Roughly 90 minutes each way is 
how long it takes Erin McMillan to 
get to work each day—and longer 
if service is slow, he said. McMillan, 
32, said the techniques he teaches 
his clients to cope with stress and 
control anger are also useful to him 
as he rides a bus to a train to another 
train and finally to another bus on 
his daily commute from Hyde Park 
to Little Village, where he works as 
a youth counselor at SGA Youth & 
Family Services. 

The daily commute to his old 
job took even more time, he said, 
adding that more express bus routes 
are needed. 

“Tt gets really annoying waiting

for up to 30 or 40 minutes and then 
three of the same buses come along 
at the same time,” said McMillan. 

CTA officials, who reviewed the 
new study, said that more than 96 
percent of the city of Chicago is not 
in what the study defined as a transit 
desert. In addition, the service levels 
that the study outlined to avoid the 
classification of a transit desert are 
“standards that any transit agency in 
the US. would be unable to meet” 
on a 24-hour, systemwide basis, 
CTA spokesman Brian Steele said. 

Officials said that if more funding 
were made available, the CTA would 
provide more service immediately 
to fill gaps. 

“We agree with the study that 
you need to have a robust variety of 
transportation for the region,” CTA 
spokeswoman Tammy Chase said, 
“and also that additional funding 


is needed.”

Once the Cubs finish renovating Wrigley 
Field, some of the most luxurious seats at the 
historic stadium may not even come with a 
view of the field. 

As part of its four-year, $575 million over- 
haul of the stadium and surrounding area, 
the team wants to build “bunker suites” be- 
low the stands in the left-field infield, accord- 
ing to plans the team filed with the city. 

The three suites are shown on architec- 
tural drawings and described in an eight-page 
document summarizing the team’s bleachers 
revisions and construction phases.

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Overdraft fees still hefty 
despite opt-in rule

Consumers who sign up for overdraft protec- 
tion are paying hefty penalties when they go 
over their limit for the smallest of purchases, 
according to a new report from the Consumer 
Financial Protection Bureau. 
In fact, most of the purchases that triggered 
the overdraft protection were $24 or less. 
“Some consumers are essentially paying 
$34—which is the typical overdraft fee—to 
have the bank spot them less than $24 for just 
a few days,” said CFPB director Richard Cor-

dray in a statement. “If a consumer were to 
get a loan on those terms, that would equate 
to an annual percentage rate of over 17,000 
percent.” 

The requirement to “opt in” to overdraft 
services has been in place since 2010. Gener- 
ally, after opting in to overdraft protection, a 
debit card transaction will go through regard- 
less of whether the buyer has the money to 
cover it. Without opting in, a debit card trans- 
action without enough money will be declined. 

Among the study’s findings: Almost one 
out of every five consumers with overdraft 
protection was penalized for going over their 
limit ten or more times per year. Those who 


opt for coverage pay seven times as much 
money in overdraft and non-sufficient funds 
fees than those who don’t. They are also more 
vulnerable to having their accounts involun- 
tarily closed. So why opt in at all? 

“The pro, from a consumer standpoint, is 
that [your card] wouldn’t be turned down,” 
said Chris Long of Long Financial Planning in 
Wicker Park. “You’re ona date with somebody 
new and you’re trying to buy dinner, and you 
wouldn't be turned down and embarrassed ina 
situation where your card would be declined.” 

Being able to use your debit card no matter 
how much money is in your account can also 
be convenient in emergency situations, Long

said: “Charges will go through, and you won't 
have to worry about being stranded or an 
emergency or something like that. You know 
the transaction will go through.” Still, Long 
doesn’t recommend that consumers opt in to 
overdraft charges. 

“The vast majority of people, I think, 
you're better off not doing it,” he said, citing 
high overdraft fees. 

A declined debit card transaction can also 
act as a wake-up call, Long said. 

“You need some kind of feedback mecha- 
nism to tell you you're not right,” he said. “At 
least that’s better than not knowing.”

A magnitude 6.3 earthquake © struck 
southwestern China on Sunday, killing at 
least 367 people and leaving 1,881 injured in a 
remote area of Yunnan province, and causing 
thousands of buildings, including a school, to 
collapse. 

The US. Geological Survey said the quake 
registered at a shallow depth of less than 
1 mile. Chinese state media said it was felt 
most strongly in Yunnan as well as in the 
neighboring provinces of Guizhou and 
Sac lauean

Who needs a gym when you’ve got a lake?! Here’s how to take your workout to the great outdoors

et’s face it: Chicagoans have a 
limited time to enjoy the great 
outdoors. So they’re ditching 
the gym and taking their workout, well, 
outside. 


The lakefront trail can get crowded, and fit- 
ness buffs are diving into the growing number 
of outdoor classes and excursions offered to 
stay fit. 

Nearly half of Americans participated in 
outdoor recreation in 2012, and adults in their 
20s and 30s were most likely to try a new out- 
door activity, according to a report released in 
2013 by the Outdoor Foundation, a not-for 
profit branch of the Outdoor Industry Asso- 
ciation. 

People often don’t think of Chicago as be- 
ing a big outdoor draw like Colorado, said 
Theresa Salus, REI’s outdoor program and 
outreach market manager in Chicago. But 
there’s Lake Michigan and the Chicago River. 

“For us, we’re seeing more people connect- 
ing to water sports and paddling because it’s 
our mountains. It’s what we have here,” she 
said. 


It’s no wonder, as recent research has shown 
people respond positively to exercising out- 
side, from boosts in self-esteem and increased 
energy to drops in tension and anger. 

RedEye went beyond boot camp to find the 
outdoor fit club.

Picture a spin class, but instead of a stationary 
bike, there are pedals inside a kayak. There’s 
also the view of the skyline from the lake. 

“What a fun way to literally put a bike in 
the water,” said Megan Scully, 23, of Lakeview. 

The avid cyclist bikes 7 miles to work in the 
South Loop and is a spin class regular in the 
winter. When Scully heard about incorporat- 
ing pedaling and paddling in a kayak, she was 
all for it. 

This summer, Chicago Water Sport Rent- 
als began offering the $39, 70-minute kayak 
spin class. 

“You're out on the water, enjoying being out 
on the water. You’re kayaking. You’re exuding 
extra strength and agility to power the kayak,” 
company founder John Gibbs said.

For exercise, think 
outside the dog park 


Editor’s note: Dogs overheat much more easily 
than humans do, so experts recommend avoiding 
strenuous activity outdoors if temperatures reach 
the high 7Os or above.

A reliable workout buddy is hard to find, but 
if you’re a pet owner, chances are you've al- 
ready got one waiting by your front door. 

“They want to please you, and they're al- 
ways ready to go,” said Tricia Montgomery, 
who founded suburban Hinsdale-based K9 
Fit Club in 2012 and teaches dog-friendly fit- 
ness classes around the city. “Tell me the last 
time your dog said, ‘Hey, I went out to John 
Barleycorn last night and I have a really bad 
hangover and I can’t make it today’ ” 

RedEye found ways you and your dog can 
break a sweat—or a pant. 


Fetch a class 

Montgomery, who started her club after 
shedding 130 pounds working out with her 
own dog, and a fellow trainer lead hourlong 
workouts for people and their dogs at Mon- 
trose Harbor (601 W. Montrose Ave.) every 
other Saturday morning. The $15 classes in- 
clude vet-approved cardio, weight training 
and balance work (and belly rubs for canine 
participants). 

Shorter Saturday afternoon classes are also 
available at the Anti-Cruelty Society (157 W. 
Grand Ave., 312-644-8338), where proceeds 
benefit the shelter. With the launch of Kg Fit 
Club's new trainer certification program this 
month, Montgomery said more classes are be- 
ing added all the time. For information or to 
sign up for a class, email info@k9fitclub.com. 


Go for arun 

Not all dogs are runners—breeds such as 
bulldogs and pugs can have trouble breathing 
while dogs with darker coats overheat more 
easily and others just don’t like it. But experts 
say it can be a great outlet for high-energy 
pups. Greta Kauffman of dog-running service 
Chicago Dog Runner said her favorite routes 
include the less-trafficked branches of the 
main lakefront bike path; the North Shore 
Channel Trail; and the lagoons of Humboldt 
Park. Kauffman advises bringing plenty of 
water for the dog and letting him or her run 
in the grass alongside the trails, instead of on 
the hot cement. 

Rather run in a pack? Volunteers at PAWS 
Chicago and members of the shelter’s Team 
PAWS fundraising running club hold weekly 
evening runs with PAWS shelter dogs from 
the PAWS Adoption Center (1997 N. Cly- 


YOUR OWN NEW TRICKS 
Grab a leash and venture out on your 
own with these canine-human exercises 
from dog trainers Tricia Montgomery 
and Diana Ozimek. “Some of the smaller, 
interior parks that have walking trails 
and benches are perfect because you 
can use the benches for a variety of 
things... like dips, step-ups and piston 
squats,” Ozimek said. 


Forward and back jogs 

Jog forward with your dog at your side. 
At achosen or marked spot, quickly 
change to a backward jog and tell your 
dog “come!” 


Reverse lunges 

Face your dog. Your dog should be sit- 
ting. Perform a reverse lunge, at the bot- 
tom of each lunge ask your dog for their 
paw or “shake.” Release the dog’s paw 
as you return to standing. Repeat on the 
other side and see if your dog will give 
you the other paw. Repeat for 20 reps. 


Wall sit 

Place your back against a wall and keep 
your legs bent to 90 degrees or slightly 
higher. For a more advanced option, 
hold your dog, if it is small, or place their 
Paws on your lap. The increased weight 
will be an extra challenge for your legs. 
Hold the wall sit for up to 1 minute or 
longer. 


Doggy pushups 
Ask your dog to move between a sit and 
a down position five times.

Give a new dog atreat 

At Chicago Animal Care and Control (2741 S. 
Western Ave.), volunteers who have complet- 
ed special training can take part in bimonthly 
Bow Wow fitness classes with shelter and 
“court case” dogs (victims of neglect or abuse 
who have been rescued by police and ani- 
mal control) through Safe Humane Chicago 
(312-409-4790), trainer Diana Ozimek said. 
The outdoor classes are especially impor- 
tant for the animals who often aren’t used 
to being touched in a positive way. To learn 
more about volunteering, visit safehumane 
chicago.org.
